the issuance of coin certificates. It pro- 
poses that no United States note of less de- 


nomination than ten dollars nor more than 


fifty dollars shall be executed, and of the 
higher denominations not in excess of 
one-fourth of the total outstanding cireu- 
lation of National banks; that no National 
bank notes shall be issued of a higher 
denomination than one hundred do!lars. 
That coin certificates shall be issued as a 
substitute for gold and silver certificates 
in denominations not exceeding twenty 
doilars, as the Secretary of the Treasury 
sees fit, they torepresent the surplus gold 
and silver coin and bullion held by the 
United States in excess of one hundred 
million dollars. The coin certificates it 
proposes shall issue upon the de- 
posit of ten doliars, and not 
in excess of five hundred doliars at the 
treasury or at a sub-treasury, and shali 
take the place of gold and silver certifi- 
cates whenever the Jatter shall be re- 
received by the Government. For the 
purpose of immediate cireniation and 
substitution of the coin certificates for 
gold and silver certificates, the Secretary 
of the Treasury is directed to deposit 
them at United States depositories.

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TAX TITLE TALK. 


Observations of a Man Who Deals Ex- 
clusively in These Documents. 

“J deal in nothing but tax titles,” said 
Cyrus Johnston recently to a Detroit News 
reporter. ‘‘The business has reached such 
a magnitude that it requires all my *'me, 
Candidly, if 1 were out of it I would choose 
some other calling. There isn’t the money 
in it that people imagine. Yet it is a per- 
fectly honorable business and in the 
whole range of my experience there is 
nothing I have to be ashamed of. I buy 
up tax titles at every sale and depend for 
my profits upon the settlements made with 
parties directly interested. Frequently I 
let people of moderate means down with-« 
out expense to speak of, and I must say 
that the men of the most means are the 
torghest customers I have to deal with. 
On certain property owned by one of the 
wealthiest firms in the city, I hold a tax 
title of twenty-two years standing. They 
know it’s a cloud on their land, but J can 
get nothing outofthem. They simply say 
that the matter isn’t worrying them so 
long as they don’t want to sell, and then 
they stop. Most dealers prefer titles on 
iand outside the city. Give mecity titles, 
Settlements are prompter, come easier 
and pay better. 

“There’s one thing the average business 
man does not understand. This is the un- 
certainty attaching to what even experts 
may pronounce a perfect title. Some old 
deed, transfer or request, some matter of 
inpaid taxes or a lost heir comes up after 
years* of quiet possession, and 
rither money must be paid or 
oossession forfeited. Look at that big 
ale case full of papers there. Every docu- 
ment is a menase to property now owned 
in the city er county, and liable at any 
time to pass into new hands. A veryrich 
citizen calied on mo yesterday and agreed 
to pay me a handsome fee for simply 
straightening out the tax records so that | 
he might know exactly how he stood and | 
tow much he would bave to pay in order 
shat his land might be free from future 
trouble because of such claims azainst it. 
These taxes titles are calculated to make 
trouble, and the only safe way is to see 
that they’re fully paid before you buy 
jand and then settle regularly yourself.”
